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Fishing Notes on N.S.W# 
No*th Coast* 


(by R. EASTWAY.) 


It is difficult to describe iii a few pages the wealth of 
fishing, freshwater and saltwater, to be had on the North 
Coast of N.S.W., as we have such a great variety of climate 
and weather conditions over the 6oo-mile stretch of coast 
line. 

All local residents know the fishing possibilities of their 
districts, but a stranger, travelling on the coast, must have 
i some foreknowledge of what to expect and provide for. 

heaving Sydney, the first .fishing spots are Hawkesbury 
River and Woy Woy. Hawkesbury i s one of the greatest 
marine beauty spots in the Southern Hemisphere and affords 
the angler every opportunity for any class of fishing he 
desires. Still water — Black Bream, Flathead, Jewfish, 
etc. The upper reaches provide excellent Perch fishing, 
whilst the Entrance at Broken Bay provides very good 
Schnapper fishing. f Excellent service and boats or launches 
can be had reasonably at Brooklyn. 

The next resort is Woy Woy, from which Brisbane 
Water, Ettalong, and all the various allied bays and inlets 
may be reached. These all are the home of Whiting, 
Bream and Flathead fishing. Practically all access to these 
* resorts is from Woy Woy Station, from where a great 
service of launches and motor cars spread fanwise over the 
huge expanse of water. 

WYONG is the railway town for the popular resorts of 
Tuggerah Lakes and Lakes Entrance. These are readied 
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from Wyong by parlor coach or launch from same town. 
Tuggerah is renowned for Whiting fishing, where the 
succulent worm causes the early demise of thousands of 
whiting weekly. In the summer season the tourist is well 
advised to spend a night at Fakes Entrance. Prawns come 
in countless millions to the sandflats in about 24 inches of 
water, and up to 700 “prawners” have been counted in one 
night. Each prawner carries a hurricane lamp or cycle lamp 
to attract the prawns to his scoop net. The “Venetian 
Carnival effect” can be well imagined when it is realised 
that each prawner is wading at least ioo yards from the 
shore. 

The next great inlet is Fake Macquarie, on which are 
popular fishing resorts. Swansea, at the Entrance, and 
Belmont, on the railway side of the Lake. Swansea may 
be reached either by car from Newxastle or Gosford, or 
launch from Belmont, which is close to the rail. All general 
inside fishing is good. 

NEWCASTFE, the great coal port, is very popular for 
saltwater fishing, whilst trips may be arranged up the 
Hunter River to the freshwater portion, where Perch fish- 
ing can be indulged in. 

PORT STEPHENS, reached by car from Newcastle, is 
so large that experts foretell it will develop into a greater 
port than Sydney. Nelson’s Bay, Tea Gardens, and a host 
of small villages dot its shores. Here, every variety of 
saltwater fishing can be had. Few people realise that Port 
Stephens was the first place in Australia where the great 
fighting fish, “Tuna” and “Spanish Mackeral,” were dis- 
covered and fished for under Club Rules. The game fish 
in Port Stephens are as good as the much advertised similar 
fish in New Zealand — the fault lying with the Australian 
authorities in not advertising and helping the sport in order 
to attract World Tourists. 
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PINDIMAR, on Port Stephens, is the home o£ the great 
Sharkfishing Industry. Thousands of sharks are caught by 
trawlers and their tanned skins and extracted oils go to 
every country in the world. The main' supply of Oysters 
for Sydney comes also from Port Stephens. 

North of Port Stephens we come to TUNCURRY and 
FORSTER, both well known and popular fishing resorts. 
Tuncurry is especially favoured by Sydney holiday makers. 
It is reached by car from Taree, or by steamer direct from 
Sydney. Good inside and outside fishing, and is especially 
noted for Black Bream and Schnapper. 

HARRINGTON is another very popular resort reached by 
car north from Taree. 

PORT MACQUARIE is noted both for its deep-sea fishing 
and for excellent fishing off the Breakwater. We would 
advise intending anglers to consult local fishermen about the 
tides, as the breakwater is rather a tricky place to fish unless 
local conditions are understood. 

COFF’S HARBOUR is almost the same as Port Macquarie 
for fishing, except, perhaps, “a little more so.” 

Moving farther north we come to WOOLGOOBGA, 
YAMBA and IBUKA where James Paddon, Ex-Champion 
Sculler of the World, now earns a very handsome com- 
petence. 

BAULINA and local towns supply great saltwater fishing. 

BYRON BAY, the terminal point of the popular steamer 
“Wollongbar,” is a popular resort. The wreck of the old 
“Wollongbar” is still on the beach, and the tides and storms 
have excavated deep holes around her. These are success- 
fully fished for Black Bream, etc., whilst large numbers of 
fishermen can always be seen with fair “bags” on the long 
jetty serving these steamers. 

TWEED HEADS and COOLANGATTA at the border of 
N.S.W. and Queensland, known as the “Twin Towns,” 

present a peculiar problem to tourist fishermen. Tweed 
Heads on the river presents wonderful opportunities in the 
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river, every variety of fish. Coolangatta has wonderful 
beaches where beach fishing is “de luxe.” The point is 
that the two towns are divided by a strip of land 20 feet 
wide and the fisherman on N.S.W. side sees the fisherman 
on Queensland side having a “spot” at 8 o’clock p.m., whilst 
the Queensland fisherman sees the N.S.W. fisherman having 
a “spot” at 6 a.m. before setting out — that is why N.S.W. 
and Queensland fishermen are so friendly at the “Twin 
Towns.” 

With regard to the fishing gear required on the areas 
covered. A tourist intending travelling the North Coast of 
N.S.W. should provide himself with fishing gear to cover 
every class of fishing in salt water. He must remember that 
from Sydney to the “Twin Towns” the climatic conditions 
vary from the equitable climateof Sydney to semi-tropical at 
the border. 

Any reputable sporting goods (tackle) house in Sydney 
should be able to give full directions and advice as to fish, 
seasons, tackle and method of fishing at any fishing resort 
in New South Wales. 


General Information. 


FOOTGEAR. 

The first need is a pair of stout but comfortable boots. 
If they are well shod with hob-nails or similar projections, 
arduous walking will be facilitated considerably. The writer, 
after exhaustive experiments, has found the square-headed 
“golf sprags,” so common on all links, to be the best acces- 
sories to hard travelling. They “bite” well on sandstone, 
mossy rocksy bark, grass, swamps, etc. In fact, they are 
perfectly adapted for their purpose, save in one respect. 
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When granite or basalt is encountered, these sprags are a 
menace rather than an aid. They tend to “skid” on igneous 
rocks. Thick, soft woollen socks are best for heavy walk- 
ing. Not only do they withstand the strain excellently, but 
they are unlikely to cause blisters. 

EQUIPMENT. 

Never be without matches. This is important, as some- 
times circumstances compel a sojourn in the bush all night. 
Even in hot weather the evenings grow cold, and nothing 
is more miserable than a night in the bush or the mountains 
without a fire. Needless to remark, clothes should be loose 
and comfortable, and of a nature to withstand harsh treat- 
ment. 


POINTS OF COMPASS. 

The points of the compass may be ascertained in very 
simple fashion. In eighteen cases out of twenty the MAIN 
fork of a tree OPENS east and west. That is, the branches 
lie north and south, and a traveller who peers through the 
“V” formed by them is looking either east or west. If it 
be morning the sun will be on the eastern side of the 
fork. In the afternoon it will be on the western side. Just 
notice the GENERAL bearing of tree forks in the vicinity, 
and at once you will have the points of the compass. 

WHAT TO DO WHEN LOST. 

If the worst happen, and you find yourself “lost,” the first 
essential is to keep 3^our head. 

Don’t rush heedlessly about. It will exhaust you; and 
reckless scrambling in rough country merely is inviting an 
accident. 

Build a fire, and possess 3ourself in patience. If your 
friends know the direction you have taken, a rescue party 
will find you next morning. Its task will be made much 
more difficult if you have rushed aimlessly about in a panic. 
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If you have been foolish enough to set forth without in- 
timation to your friends on the general direction intended 
to be followed, you cannot afford to lose your head. Sit 
down calmly, and think whether you are on the north or 
south side of the railway line. Having decided this import- 
ant question, take your bearings by the trees, as explained 
on another page, and work steadily in the correct direction 
to find the railway line. In this event, ascend the FIRST 
ridge which bears in the right direction, and follow its crest. 

GENERAL ADVICE. 

If you are not a passable bushman, keep to the beaten 
tracks unless accompanied by a competent guide. 

If your head is not cool and your nerve steady, don’t 
approach the edges of cliffs. Many persons are affected 
with acute nausea and dizziness when they gaze from great 
heights. 

Thoroughly test shrubs, projecting rocks, clumps of fern, 
etc., before entrusting your weight to them. Above all, 
never trust a DEAD tree. Dry timber is very brittle and 
unreliable. 

Be careful not to roll boulders on those below you. If 
by any chance a stone commences to roll, give a loud warn- 
ing to your companions, and thus afford them a chance to 
escape the danger. 

If you slip, when climbing steep or slippery places, don’t 
scramble wildly in an effort to regain your balance. Such 
action leads to injury and danger. The best course is to 
fall as gently as possible, and immediately clutch the nearest 
shrub, fern, or rock. 

Never ascend or descend unknown cliffs unless you are 
an accomplished mountaineer. Sometimes it is very difficult 
to retrace your steps. 

Don’t chew strange leaves and twigs, or you may endure 
a very uncomfortable aftermath. 
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GENERAL ADVICE. 


Don’t drink copiously of cold spring water when heated. 
Sip it gently. This procedure quenches the thirst more 
effective^, and does not lead to stomach pains. 

Time your journey to reach home before dark. Negotiat- 
ing strange country in the night is a dangerous and uncer- 
tain proceeding. 

If overtaken by night, build a fire, and wait until morning 
to resume your journey. 

Never enter abandoned mines, shafts, or other workings. 
The timbers in ALE these mines have decayed, and falls 
from the roofs and walls are of frequent occurrence. The 
disturbance created by your entrance is very likely to pre- 
cipitate a fall. 

Should a heavy mist arise, which obscures the country,] 
and prevents you from ascertaining your bearings, camp 
whe^e you are until it lifts. 

When walking through the bush in single file, never tread 
close on the heels of the man before you. Keep ten o'r 
twelve feet in his rear, then you will not be struck in thel 
face by bushes which he permits to fly back. 

SNAKES. 

Diamond and carpet snakes are perfectly harmless ; but 
black, tiger, and brown snakes are deadly unless immediate 
treatment is given the bite. 

If bitten on a limb, tie a boot-lace or other stout cord 
ABOVE the wound, and twist it tight with a piece of stick. 
The process is painful ; but it is imperative to stop the cir- 
culation. Then take a pen-knife, or other sharp instrument, 
and scarify the bite freely. It is perfectly safe to suck the 
wound, unless the lips are cracked. After having effected 
this rough surgery, get the patient to a medical man as 
quickly as possible. At the expiration of half-an-hour, 
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loosen the ligature for five minutes. At the termination of 
an hour remove it altogether. The rubbing of permanganate 
of potash (Concly’s crystals) into the wound facilitates 
recovery, as it counteracts the poison. * 

If a bite be on the body, cheek, or such place that a 
ligature is impossible, homeric remedy is needed. Cut the 
piece completely out as quickty as possible, and suck it hard 
and long. The freer it bleeds, the greater the chance of 
recovery. v 

LEECHES. 

Sometimes, when walking in the depths of damp gorges, 
you may be attacked by a leech. There is no occasion to 
feel alarm, if you notice a worm-like insect, either black or 
striped, attached to your leg or arm. It merely is a scrub 
leech. They cling like limpets with the sucker that is placed 
at their extremity, and suck so insidiously that no pain life 
felt, or other indication given of their presence. To remove 
them use the back of a knife in razor fashion, or else scrape 
them off with a piece of stick. The blood may flow freely 
after their removal ; but no ill effects ensue, and the bleed- 
ing stops automatically in the course of an hour or two. 
It never is violent enough to cause harm, however pro- 
tracted it may be. Leeches have been known to suck blood 
through a stout pair of tweed trousers. 

If salt is available, a liberal application will cause the 
leech to drop off. 

PROVISIONS. 

When organising picnics or camping parties it is foolish 
to leave the provisioning to chance. This only means that 
you will have perhaps four lbs. butter and no bread, or four 
loaves of bread and no butter, etc. Also, members of the 
party feel that they will look mean if they do not take 
a quantity of food, with the result that far too much is 
taken, and has to be carried home at the end of a strenuous 
day. 
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PROVISIONS. 


The best plan is to draw up a list of requiremeiits, and 
instruct each member to bring certain things. One purchases 
the butter, another the bread, a third the meat, and so Om 
By following this procedure nothing is forgotten ; and the 
load to be carried home is negligible. 

ARTIFICIAL respiration. 

Many a valuable life has been sacrificed on the beaches 
owing to onlookers lacking knowledge of an approved method 
of resuscitating the apparently drowned. 

When a bather is rescued from the surf and is uncon- 
scious or even seemingly dead, waste no time in proceeding 
with resuscitation, hay the patient in a prone position on 
the face with the head turned to one side so that the nose 
and mouth are clear of the ground to allow access of air. 
Do not place a pad under him ; nor need the tongue be 
drawn out. It will fall clear naturally, owing to the position. 

Kneel at one side, facing the patient’s head, and place the 
palms of your hands on his- loins, one at each side, the 
thumbs almost touching each other in the small of the back, 
and the fingers extending over the lower ribs. 

Throw your body forward, letting its weight press straight 
downward upon the patient’s loins and lower part of the 
back, thus compressing the stomach against the ground, and 
driving the air out of the chest. 

Then draw back your body somewhat more rapidly and 
relax the pressure without removing the hands. 

Keep alternating these two movements by a rhythmic 
swaying backward and forward of your body, at a speed 
of about 15 times a minute, persevering until breathing is 
normal or a doctor pronounces life extinct. 

Do not despair or give up too readily. Sometimes life 
is restored after the lapse of two hours. 
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Surf-bathers always are exposed to danger of stings frotti 
jelly-fish, Portuguese Men-of-War, and other marine deni- 
zens. If ammonia is available, a liberal application will allay 
the pain. A useful makeshift remedy is the household blue- 
bag. Ordinary treacle, while nlessy, soothes the stirigs* 
allaying the pain by its eoolihg properties. No alarm heed 
be felt, even if an efficient remedy is riot procurable; There 
is no danger and the pain subsides within 15 to 30 minutes. 

SUN BURN. 

Sun burn, for the tyro, is rather an insidious thing and 
although the victim rarely receives sympathy, it is very 
painful. The trouble is that the effect of the sun on the 
skin does not become apparent until later. The novice lies 
on the sand, beside a comrade who is thoroughly tanned, 
and does not realise that he or she is getting burned. The 
knowledge comes that night. 

Until inured to the sun, it is advisable to restrict sun- 
baths to about 15 minutes a day. As the skin assumes a 
brown hue the period can be lengthened at discretion until 
complete immunity is secured. 

If burned, apply cream, sweet oil, or other greasy sub- 
stance, taking care not to rub or irritate the tender skin. 
If blisters form, follow the same treatment. Do not prick 
the blisters, and see that dirty clothing or dyed material 
does not come in contact with them. 

CUTS FROM SHELLS. 

Cuts from Oyster-shells, Barnacles, and other Molluses, 
always must be regarded as needful of attention. Let them 
bleed freely, if they will, paddling the wound in the water 
to cleanse it. On reaching home, wash thoroughly with a 
mild antiseptic, and bandage to exclude dirt. Blood poison- 
ing frequently results from neglected injury by a shell and 
precaution is advisable, particularly when the wound is on 
a foot and exposed to risk of infection from dirt or colored 
socks. 
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UNDERTOW. 

When caught in the undertow, do not exhaust yourself 
by futile efforts to swim against the current. The approved 
method is to swim with the current, taking a diagonal course 
until beyond its influence. Then either swim in or “shoot” 
in on the first breaker. Novices invariably attempt to stem 
the force of the current, with the result that they exhaust 
themselves and sink. 

HINTS TO SURFERS. 

Always swim between the flags. They are placed there 
by experts for that purpose. All may seem safe beyond the 
flag area, but appearances frequently are deceptive. Only 
strong and experienced surfers can afford to take risks. 

Don’t venture too far out, where experienced surfers may 
go with immunity may mean death to the novice. 

If sand enters the eyes do not rub them. Plunge them 
under the surface of the water and open them. The sea 
will wash the intruding sand clear. By rubbing you force 
the gritty particles into the eye-ball, causing pain and dis- 
comfort and possibly injuring the sight. 

Beware of floating masses of sea-weed. Not only do 
they contain jelly-fish and other stinging organisms, but they 
are apt to tangle the limbs of weak swimmers and cause 
disaster. 

On a strange beach, beware of smooth spots in an other- 
wise rough surf ; usually this deceptive smoothness is caused 
by the undertow, and is the most dangerous section of the 
beach. Consult an experienced surfer before taking your 
swim.

Along the upper reaches successful fruit orchards, particu- 
larly citrus fruits, are dotted, the products of which are 
shipped by river steamer direct to Sydney. Being subjected 
to floods, the soil is consequently wonderfully fertile. 

Excursion trips are made from Sydney by the Newcastle 
and Hunter River steamers on Saturdays and holidays. A 
wonderful view is obtained at the entrance, with Barren- 
joey Lighthouse acting as a sentinel on the left and Lion 
Island on the right. Unfortunately the River, although of 
great length, is not of sufficient depth to be navigable by 
large steamers. Many trips may be made by launch to 
beauty spots all along the river.

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WOY WOY. 

Five miles after crossing the Hawkesbury Bridge, the 
Woy Woy Tunnel is reached, which is a mile in length. On 
emerging from it at the northern end a very pleasant sight 
meets the eye, the scene unfolded being that of one of the 
upper reaches of the Brisbane Water. A mile farther on the 
Woy Woy Station is reached. 

Woy Woy is the centre of a famous tourist district, 
which is exceptionally popular as a fishing ground. (See 
Notes on Fishing by R. Eastway, Page 33). Surfing is safe. 
A new road has been constructed to the Ocean Beach. 

From Sydney the distance by rail is 45 miles. Fares: 
1st class 5/9 and 2nd class 4/2. Woy Woy may be reached 
by road, via Wiseman’s Ferry, or by the Great Northern 
Highway, via Peat’s Ferry, which is the popular route and 
considerably shorter.

It is equidistant between Sydney and Newcastle, being 
only i| hours run by train from the former, It is a refresh^ 
ment station at which all trains stop, consequently it has the 
most frequent country service in the State. 
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GOSFORD. 


The distance by road, via Wiseman’s Ferry, is just over 
ioo miles, but by the Great Northern Highway, just opened, 
the distance has been reduced to 51 miles. 

The Gosford District is noted for fruit growing, par- 
ticularly citrus fruits. Dairying, timber getting and stone 
quarrying are also carried on. 

Regular motor services run from Gosford to Terrigal, 
Avoca, Wamberal and Tuggerah Takes, all of which are 
favourite watering places and recognised fishing spots. (See 
Notes on Fishing by R. Eastway, Page 33). 

A fine Race Course has been established at West Gosford 
at a cost of over £ 22,000 . 

Gosford is lighted by electricity, supplied from Newcastle, 
by the N.S.W. Government Railway Department. 

Accommodation is obtainable at the hotels and boarding 
houses. Furnished cottages are also available. 

The local stores cater for the needs of visitors. 

The rail fares from Sydney (50 miles) are: 1st class, 
6/10 and 2nd class 4/11.

from the higher portion of the City of Newcastle. How 
many Sydney people have looked upon these wonderful paint- 
ings of Nature? 

The beaches of Newcastle are more widely known, for 
visiting surfing enthusiasts and others have gone back home 
to take the story of the yellow sands which are seen only 
on this northern section of the sea coast of New South 
Wales, and which are like unto the golden sands of the 
islands. They have spoken, too, of the delightful surfing 
which may be enjoyed only five minutes’ walk from the Post 
Office, of the splendid ocean baths, cut out of the solid 
rock, and of the less-frequented but duly-appreciated Bogey 
Hole — a swimming pool made by the convicts for one of 
the Commandants at Newcastle a century ago, a pool which 
is filled by the breakers which curl up over the face of 
the rock, 
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NEWCASTLE. 


Only a few miles from Newcastle, to the south, are equally 
beautiful seascapes and beaches, particularly at The Bluff, 
Dudley, where the prominent headland, Redhead, juts out 
into the sea. From there to the entrance of Rake Macquarie 
stretches a continuous length of beach for nine miles — 
known as The Nine-Mile Beach. 

But one of the greatest attractions of the Newcastle Dis- 
trict is Rake Macquarie, a splendid expanse of water, with 
about 120 miles of shore-line, and many pretty bays, especi- 
ally on the western side and at the southern end. The 
extreme length of the Rake is about 25 miles, and it affords 
unrivalled opportunities for sailing, motor-boat racing, and 
for boating generally, while many fine baths are available 
for swimmers. It is the holiday resort and recreation ground 
of the Newcastle and Maitland districts, with a population 
of 200,000 people; and now that the Sydney-Newcastle High- 
way is completed, it must become one of the most popular 
resorts of motorists from the metropolis. A branch of the 
Royal Motor Yacht Club was established three years ago at 
Toronto, on the Rake, and during the summer season holds 
regular racing and carnival days. Three strong Sailing Clubs 
also provide excellent sport under sail for six months in the 
year. 

To the northward of Newcastle is another wonderful sheet 
of water — Port Stephens. This and Rake Macquarie are un- 
doubtedly the two most beautiful and expansive lakes along 
the Australian coast; and with the making of good roads up 
to Port Stephens, it must come into its own as one of the 
chief tourists resorts of the great district of which Newcastle 
is the centre. 

The angler will also find excellent sport at Port Stephens — 
something which is not in evidence at Rake Macquarie, 
owing to the ceaseless dragging of the Rake by net fisher- 
men, although the Government has promised the passage of 
a measure which should do something toward protecting the 
fisheries of Rake Macquarie.

The district is partly an agricultural one, broken up into 
numerous small farms ; and in addition to cereal and root 
crops, large quantities of fruit of all kinds, particularly 
oranges and grapes, are grown, also tobacco. 

Owing to its low site and the lofty hills that environ it, 
it is at times liable to destructive floods. The uplands are 
mostly of rich loam over sandstone, and the flats are all 
flood or alluvial deposit, varying from 5 to 18 feet in depth. 

The produce of the district comprises cheese, butter, bacon, 
poultry, etc., and, in addition, oaten and lucerne hay.

Dungog is distant 33 miles from West Maitland, while on 
the north the next town of importance is Gloucester, 38 miles 
away. 

Interesting trips may be made within easy distance of the 
township, Williams River being only half-a-mile away, while 
Coorees Mt. and Abbotsford are distant one mile and half- 
a-mile respectively. Pilchers Mt., another beauty spot, is 
situated 5 miles away.

Stroud, one of the oldest settlements north of the Hawkes- 
bury, is situated a short distance from the Karuah River, 31 
miles north of Raymond Terrace. 

In the early days of the Colony, the country residence 
of the State Governor was at Stroud, which was then reached 
by boat to Booral and by road from there. In the town 
are silos which were built by convict labour. 

Stroud is a prosperous town, having a good water supply. 

The district, which is noted for its excellence of climate 
and beauty of scenery, is an agricultural and pastoral one, 
well watered, with an abundance of the finest timber, which 
is dealt with at the local mills. Maize is also extensively 
grown all round the district. 

Stroud was formerly the headquarters of the Australian

This district 
presents some beautiful panoramic views and has some fine, 
but little known, trout streams. Gloucester possesses a live 
Chamber of Commerce, the secretary of which will at all 
times be glad to supply any information relating to . the 
district.

to the Wingham Wharf, and the Brush stands out on each 
side of the eastern end of this thoroughfare very prominently 
and very pleasingly. The Manning River at Wingham is a 
fine stream, and the further up one goes, the more pictur- 
esque the watercourse becomes. The steamers of the 
N.C.S.N. Co., ply regularly to Wingham — or, rather as 
regularly as the condition of the bar entrance at Harrington 
will permit. The road from Burrell Creek right through 
Wingham to Taree is now a main road. By coming direct 
to Wingham, the route to Ellenborough Falls is shortened, 
as also to the Comboyne. 

An effort is being made to get a substantial grant to have 
the road between Wingham and Taree made one of the best 
on the North Coast. It carries an immense traffic. 

Wingham was incorporated in the year 1889. Municipal 
Government there has been carried out on progressive lines. 
To-day, the town has its electric lighting scheme, same having 
been installed by private enterprise a few years ago, but now 
supplied by the Wingham Rural Co-op., Society L,td. 

The Municipal Council has also adopted concrete culverts 
and footways, and the system of having concrete culverts, 
footways and guttering where possible. A water scheme has 
also been established. 

A fine Soldiers’ Memorial has been erected at Wingham. 
Newspaper — Wingham has one newspaper, “The Wingham 
Chronicle,” owned by a local company, and managed and 
edited by Mr. F. A. Fitzpatrick. The paper has always 
ably championed the wants of the Upper Manning, and its 
editor has also evinced considerable interest in the early days 
of the district and pioneers. In 1914 he issued a book re- 
lating to same, entitled “Peeps into the Past,” and he has 
issued several smaller volumes since. Mr. G. S. Hill, of 
Bungay, has also rendered yeoman service in bringing the 
capabilities and the beauty spots of the district before the 
public eye. No one has done more. 
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THE BULGA. 

(Information kindly supplied by the Editor, “Wingham 

Chronicle.”) 

The Bulga Plateau, like that of the Comboyne, is within 
easy distance ^of Wingham. The Bulga is “The Band of 
Whips of Timber — Timber Unlimited,” in fact. Hard and 
softwoods abound there in plenty. Just now a couple of 
sawmills are being established right in the heart of this giant 
timber belt, and big things are expected of them. Mr. H. 
Machin is the managing spirit of one, while Mr. S. J. Donald- 
son acts in a similar capacity so far as the other is concerned. 
Apart from its excellent timber resources, the Bulga Plateau 
stands out well on its own as a dairying centre, also as a 
tourist resort rejoicing in the possession of many beauty spots, 
waterfalls, wild and rugged. 

The Ellenborough Falls have a drop, practically speaking, 
of 500ft. The water does just about touch a small projection 
some 200 ft. down, but nothing to speak of. The Ellen- 
borough River eventually empties its watery burden into the 
Blastings River. In addition to the Ellenborough Falls, there 
are also very picturesque waterfalls in the vicinity, known as 
Bulga Falls. At Elands, there is a Post Office, presided over 
by Mrs. Thurgood. 

In the Spring and Christmas seasons of the year, the Bulga 
is a veritable paradise for those who seek in Nature’s Garden 
for the aesthetic and the beautiful. Here we find the rugged 
and awe-inspiring beauty of the uplands, far from the sordid 
environment of the average daily life. The outlook grips, 
the atmosphere braces, and the possession of life jumps to a 
priceless heritage. Tourists should see it before the toiling 
pioneer devastates the growing beauties of nature. The 
brush is clothed with creepers, glorious elkhorns, staghorns 
and other members of the cycad family. The orchids, of 
which there are many varieties, are in full bloom. Sparkling 
brooklets, tumbling and ever rushing from the hill-tops, blend 
their song with that of the brush bird life.

Just on the edge of the brush grow magnificent and 
majestic eucalypti, such as Tallowwood, Grey Gum, Flooded 
Gum, and in some parts noble Blackbutt. These rear their 
heads in search of their life’s blood (the sunlight) to heights 
of ioo feet before sending out the first limb. The four 
timbers mentioned are the best in the Commonwealth for 
shipbuilding, and, in fact, for any purpose where strength 
and elasticity count. The brush itself contains in abundance 
its own invaluable soft-wood timbers, such as Silky Oak, 
Beefwood, Beech, Cedar, Stavewood, Coachwood, Ashwood, 
Bean, Rosewood, Black Pine, Bonewood, Yellowwood, and 
last, but by no means the least, the beautiful straight-growing 
Mountain Water Gum, which is equal to any imported timber 
for aeroplane or vehicle building and handles of all kinds. 
The latter wood grows in large quantities all over the Plateau 
of 60,000 acres. No tourist to this part of the North Coast

should complete his journey until he has seen the Bulga, 
easily accessible from Wingham or Taree by car at a very 
reasonable tariff. 

The road to the Plateau is now in good order. It is 
worthy of note that the road from Bobin, round the moun- 
tain sides to the Bulga Plateau was one of the few big road- 
making undertakings carried out by day labor during the 
regime of the Hon. Arthur Griffith, during his term as 
Minister for Works. It occupied a lengthy period in con- 
struction and cost a power of money. Mr. Braithwaite was 
the expert officer who mapped the road out.

The town is called after Captain Wauch, who settled near 
the present site of the town in the days of the convicts at 
Port Macquarie. He called his house “Wauch’s Hope,” hence 
we have Wauchope.

For the tourist or “holiday-man” the scenery is wonderful, 
especially on the Upper Hastings. The town is known on 
the Central North Coast as “The Sportsman’s Paradise.”

KEMPSEY. 

Kempsey, with a population of approximately 5,000, is on 
the Macleay River, 23 miles from the entrance (Trial Bay), 
and 241 miles by water from Sydney. The distance by rail 
is 312 miles. Fares, £ 2 / 12/11 and £1/16/1 for 1st and 2nd 
classes respectively, and from Newcastle, £2/-/3 and £1/7/2. 

The town is comprised of East, West and Central Kempsey. 
East and Central Kempsey are connected by a high-level 
bridge; West Kempsey is a mile away. 

The country lying above Kempsey to the west is to a 
great extent mountainous, with streams of excellent water, 
while rich alluvial flats are on the river banks which pro- 
duce some of the finest crops of cereals in the State.

tion. Maize grows particularly well, and large quantities are 
exported annually. Sales of Butter and Pigs also provide 
large turnovers. The timber industry is also an important 
one — girders and sleepers being regularly shipped to Sydney 
from Greenhill (4 miles from Kempsey), and in addition 
four mills are in constant operation in the district.

While the Macleay has varied mineral deposits these have 
not been worked to any extent. Silver, Tin, Copper, An- 
timony, Iron and Molybdenite have all been found, but no 
gold. It is interesting to note that some of/ the marble 
columns in the Sydney Art Gallery were quarried from 
the deposits on the Upper Macleay (within 10 miles of 
Kempsey). Copper has been exploited near Bellbrook, and 
18 miles from there on the Carrai Plateau tin mining opera- 
tions are carried on. Gold has been found here in small 
quantities, as well as precious stones.

The District has established Race, Football, Rifle, Cricket, 
Tennis, and Golf Clubs, and although not on the sea coast 
has also a Surf Rife Saving Club called “Kempsey and 

Crescent Head Surf Rife Saving Club,” Crescent Head being 
13 miles distant, and is the popular watering place for the 
residents of the Macleay. 

Visitors may indulge in shooting, Black Duck, Teal, Snipe, 
Quail, Flock and Green Pigeons being obtainable. Fishing 
also forms another pastime. At Crescent Head there is 

splendid surf fishing, black bream abounding here. Other 
places, equally as good from a fisherman’s point of view, 
are Maguire’s Crossing, via Gladstone, Smoky Cape, Jersey- 
ville, Trial Bay, South West Rocks, The Entrance, and 

Stuart’s Point — all accessible by car from Kempsey. Fresh- 
water fish may be caught in the river above Kempsey.

The golf links and tennis courts are within a few minutes’ 
walk of the town, which is achieving a reputation for its 
picturesqueness. 

The North Coast S.N. Co. run a weekly cargo boat to 
Urunga, which is the port for the district. 

Daily car services (Sundays excepted) run to Bellingen, 
io miles distant; fare 5/- single trip and 8/6 return; also 
to Dorrigo, 30 miles north. 

The timber trade, dairying and maize-growing form the 
staple industries. 

The climate is moderate — in fact, semi-tropical. 

From Sydney (360 miles) the fare by rail is £3/1/11 1st 
class and £2/2/1 2nd class, and from Newcastle (256 miles) 
£2/9/6 and £1/13/4 for 1st and 2nd class respectively. 

Population, 1,000. 


BELLINGEN. 

On the Bellinger River, 9 miles from -Raleigh, which is 
on the Main North Coast Railway Tine, from which township 
the journey may be made by car. 

From Urunga the distance is 10 miles, and from Coff’s 
Harbour 23 miles. Car services have been inaugurated from 
both towns. 

Bellingen is a dairying district — Butter, Bacon and Pigs, 
are regularly shipped to the Sydney market. Maize and 
Citrus Fruit are grown extensively, while the Timber Indus- 
try is also of considerable importance. 

Arsenic and gold mining are carried on. 
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BELLINGER. 


It is said that the Bellinger River is the most picturesque 
portion of the North Coast. The mountains surrounding it 
enhance the grandeur of the river beauties, being densely 
wooded with valuable timber. The well-known Dorrigo 
Mountain stands out prominently. 

The climate of Bellingen is equable— almost sub-tropical. 
In summer a mean temperature of 78 to 80 is usually re- 
corded, and the annual rainfall averages 66 to 70 inches. 

Bellingen possesses one of the best golf courses on the 
North Coast. Visitors are always welcome. 

Tourists may go in for shooting, swimming, boating and 
fishing all along the river. 


DORRIGO. 

Dorrigo, situated in the centre of a district covering 
approximately 350,000 acres of exceptionally fertile land, is 
20 miles from Bellingen, 87 miles from Armidale, and 28 
miles from Raleigh. A branch railway line connects Dorrigo 
with Coff’s Harbour. The through fare from Sydney to 
Dorrigo is £3/17/- 1st class and £ 2/12/2 2nd class. 

As Dorrigo is 2,400 feet above sea-level, the climate is 
similar to that of the Blue Mountains, being cold and bracing 
in winter and balmy and invigorating in summer, so may 
be regarded as the North Coast’s Sanatorium. 

The drive from Bellingen is most picturesque; two water- 
falls are passed, and the grandeur of the scenery cannot be 
rivalled. Motorists should not fail to visit Dorrigo, which 
came into existence with remarkable rapidity, almost equalling 
the growth of some American townships, intensively culti- 
vated areas and dairy farms having been established where 
previously a dense forest existed. 

The town is lighted by electricity from the Hydro-Electric 
Station. 

The main industries are dairying, fruit growing and timber- 
getting.

The Harbour is an artificial one — a breakwater has been 
built on the northern side, and one on the south side is now 
in course, of construction. 

The port is becoming an important one, the timber from 
the Dorrigo, Bellinger and Orara Districts being shipped 
from here, also dairy produce from these centres, which 
contain rich farming lands. 

Paspalum and tomato growing are gone in for extensively. 
Citrus fruits, grapes, plums and tropical friuts do well. 

Dairying is one of the main industries — a large butter 
factory having been established at the Jetty. 

The surfing facilities at Coff’s Harbour Jetty are excellent - 
— the beach is large and surfing is safe. Well equipped 
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dressing sheds have been erected. At the mouth of Coff’s 
Creek, near Park Beach, are shallow lagoons which make 
a perfect bathing place for children. 

At the back of the beach is a splendid reserve with adequate 
water supply and sanitary arrangements, for the use of 
campers and picnic parties. 

During week-ends and on holidays the local Surf Club 
have patrols on the beach.

At the present time rail passengers 
leave the train at South Grafton, and are conveyed across 
the river by motor vehicles to the station at Grafton. A 
fine steel bridge is in course of construction, and it is ex- 
pected to be open to traffic in 1931. The North Coast 
Railway (Sydney to Murwillumbah) will then be complete. 

Grafton is on the north bank of the Clarence River, 48 
miles from the Heads. The river is a broad, navigable 
stream, along the banks of which at Grafton private resid- 
ences have been erected.

UKAFTON. 

The town is well laid out, and the streets planted with 
trees and island plots. The Jackarandah trees are particu- 
larly fine. Should tourists visit Grafton in November they 
will find these delightful trees in bloom. 

We recommend motorists to stop over here, as the town — 
or City as it may be regarded — is very picturesque, and one 
of the best equipped in the State. 

The advancement of this City is due to the efforts of the 
Municipal and Shire Councils during recent years, and great 
credit should be given for the good work achieved. Particular 
mention might be made of the Nymboida Hydro-Electricity 
Plant, which came into being through the work and fore- 
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sight of a County Council, composed of the local governing 
bodies in the district. No financial assistance was sought 
for the scheme, which is now self-supporting. Electric light 
and power are supplied to both town and rural residents, as 
well as industries, at cheap rates. 

The land along the river banks and the various islands in 
the stream are very fertile. Here sugar cane, maize, lucerne, 
vegetables, etc., are produced. 

The back country, stretching to the Northern Tablelands, 
is composed of good lands, rich in valuable timbers, con- 
sequently this forms one of the important industries of the 
district, there being many sawmills at work. 

A large trade is done in butter, and bacon, eggs, etc., are 
also shipped South in large quantities.

Grafton is the seat of the Anglican Bishop of Grafton. 

It is the head of the Police District, and the office of the 
Copmanhurst Shire Council is established here. 

Accommodation may be obtained at either hotels or 
boarding-houses. 

The public buildings and business premises are of good 
design and modern. 

Grafton is the shipping port of a rich and productive 
area, which is rapidly progressing. The North Coast S.N. 
Co.’s boats leave Sydney for Grafton on Tuesdays and Satur- 
days, carrying cargo only. 

The Grafton Chamber of Commerce and the Primary 
Producers’ Union both do excellent work. 

Delightful trips may be made on the river by steamer, 
which daily makes the trip from Grafton to Yamba, at the 
mouth of the river, calling at various places en route. Single 
fare 4/-, return 8/-. The trip may also be made by car, 
calling at Ulmarra, Brushgrove, Woodford Dee, Robert’s 
Creek and Palmer’s Island — single fare 10/-, return 15/-. 

Service cars for Glen Innes (distance 108 miles) depart 
from South Grafton. Single fare £1/10/-, return £2/15/-. 

A cross-country trip may also be made by service car from 
Casino to Tenterfield (distance 86 miles), the fare being £1 
for the single journey and £1/15/- return.

The main industry is dairying, which realises £128,000 a 
year, or 839 tons of butter turned out from the local Butter 
Factory. 

A share of the timber for mills at Rismore and Ballina 
is cut from the bush around Coraki. 

Maize, millet and potatoes are grown extensively. Grazing 
is also carried on by big landowners. 

Motor tourists may camp on the river bank, where there 
is good river fishing, while perch are plentiful in the Bunga- 
walbin Creek.

to those mentioned, which are seldom found outside Capital 
Cities, such as bituminous roads, parks, swimming baths, 
bowling greens, golf links, tennis courts, musical societies 
and excellent educational arrangements.

Co., Ltd which Company has established the largest Butter 
Factory in Australia. An enormous trade is also done in 
Bacon and other products, Canning and Freezing Works 
having been erected. The Norco Plant at Byron Bay is most 
up-to-date and complete, comprising Engineers Shops, Works 
for the manufacture of butter boxes and printing plant. 

The town is lighted by electricity. 

After leaving Byron Bay, the road steadily ascends the 
range and from the summit (St. Helena), a wonderful 
panoramic view of land and sea is obtained.

MURWILLUMBAH. 

Murwiilumbah, the terminal of the North Coast Railway, 
is also the principal town of the Tweed River. 

It is the centrfe of one of the most famous tourist districts, 
and is situated in the midst of wonderful mountain and river 
scenery. The vegetation is tropical, and adds to the glories 
of the surroundings. 

Mt. Warning (3,853 ft. in height), so named by Capt. Cook, 
stands out above the adjacent mountains. It is prominent 
for many miles. 

The population of the town is 5,520, and within a radius 
of 30 miles 16,000. 

The district is exceptionally fertile, being of volcanic for- 
mation. Paspalum grows particularly well on account of 
the splendid rainfall, the average being 72 inches. 

The chief industries are sugar cane growing, dairying, pig 
raising, fruit growing and timber-getting. Since the eradica- 
tion of bunchy top, considerable re-planting of banana planta- 
tions has been carried out, and the industry is once more 
coming to the fore. 

The town is prosperous and up-to-date, having water supply, 
sewerage and electricity. Splendid work is being done by the 
Shire and Municipal Councils in regard to road improve- 
ments. 

At Condong (3 miles out) the locally-grown cane is treated 
at the Colonial Sugar Refining Co.’s Mill. 

Two branch factories of the Norco Co. are in operation, 
as well as other butter, cream and bacon factories. Altogether 
fully a dozen sawmills are at work. 

Murwiilumbah is the possessor of two Rowing Clubs, also 
Football and Cricket Clubs. Four public courts are available 
for tennis enthusiasts. Swimming and fishing are both 
popular. 
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MUHWILLtJMBAH. 


When travelling north, the distance from Rismore is 6l 
miles, Byron Bay 35 miles, and Mullumbimby 27 miles. 

From Sydney the distance by rail is 578 miles. Fares: 
1st class £4/16/10 and 2nd class £3/5/10. From Newcastle 
the fares are £4/6/10 and £2/18/11 for 1st and 2nd classes 
respectively. 

Murwillumbah is gaining in favour as a tourist resort, the 
winter climate being delightful. 

Many trips may be made to mountain lands and river 
resorts. For those fond of mountaineering, visits are recom- 
mended to Mount Warning, Mount Uki, Mount Mibbin, Blue 
Knob, Mount Nullum, etc. 

Wonderful views are obtainable from Hartigan’s Hill, Ter- 
ranora Heights, Reservoir Hill, Farrant’s Hill, May’s Hill 
at North Tumbulgum, pudgen Headland, Cobaki Hills, and 
numerous other hills. 

Anglers may obtain good fishing at all points on the Tweed 
River, and in addition at Cudgen Headland, Terranora Rakes, 
Piggabeen Rake, Fingal, Cudgera Headland, etc. 

The following are all within short distances of Murwil- 
lumbah and are recommended as car trips: — Uki (distance 
7 miles each way), Dunbible (4 miles each way), Stott’s 
Island (17 miles in all), Farrant’s Mill, and the Caves, 
Fingal. 

Tweed Heads is distant 20 miles by road from Murwil- 
lumbah. Service cars run regularly between the two towns — 
single fare 6/- and return fare 10/-. 

River steamers also ply daily between the two centres, the 
fare each way being 3/-. 

The distance from Tweed Heads to South Bris bane, by 
rail is 69 miles. Fares: 1st class 13/- and 2nd class 8/5. 
Excursion tickets are also issued by the Queensland Railways 
at different times of the year, the return fare being: 1st class 
16/3 and 2nd class 11/-. 
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THE TWEED RIVER. 

Words cannot adequately describe the beauties of the Tweed 
River, so we advise all tourists to make the trip up the 
River, for “seeing is believing.” While many beauty spots 
are visited on the Sydney to Brisbane, via the North Coast 
route, it may be said that the Tweed is the crowning glory 
of all. 

The trip may be made from Murwillumbah to Tweed Heads 
either by car or river steamer, the two routes unfolding 
different scenery. 

After leaving Murwillumbah the road skirts the river for 
miles, beautiful views of cultivated areas, tropical vegetation 
and mountain scenery meeting the gaze at every turn. 

Palm Island is passed, which as the name implies, possesses 
a wealth of tropical foliage. 

Condong is next reached, where the locally grown sugar 
cane is treated at the Colonial Sugar Refining Co.’s mill. 

After Tumbulgum, Stott’s Island is reached. This is one 
of the most picturesque sights on the trip — the Island from 
end to end being covered with beautiful vegetation. 

A bridge over Stott’s Channel is next crossed, and the 
motorist then runs through an avenue of oaks to Chindera, 
at which point the river is crossed by ferry. Later Terra- 
nora Creek is reached, across which another ferry plies. 

The road from here to Tweed Heads winds among banana 
plantations, beautiful views of the River being obtained all 
along the route. From all points Mt. Warning may be seen 
— like a mighty sentinel dominating the background. 

The fare by steamer is 3/- each way. By car the fare 
is 6/- for single journey and 10/- return. 

Numerous trips may be made by motor to points of interest 
along the River and surrounding hills, including Bungalora 
and Terranora Heights: Mooball Creek and Cudgera Head- 
land; Limpinwood and Tyalgum ; Wollumbim Creek; Duroby 
Creek, Bilambil, Dry Rock and Terranora. 

In addition motor launch excursions are arranged. Visitors 
should not fail to visit Fingal.

side of the border, their interests are common. What is 
lacking in one town is made up in the other, and all the 
facilities are equally accessible from either. 

Tweed Heads lies at the south of the picturesque river 
from which it derives its name, while Coolangatta is the 
possessor of beautiful beaches. 

The district is connected by good accessible roads from 
the north and north-eastern areas of New South Wales, 
via the roads from Tenterfield to Casino, and from Glen 
Innes or Armidale to Grafton, thence from either Casino 
or Grafton along the North Coastal Road. Facilities are 
provided for travellers by service cars reaching the towns 
named at suitable times, governed by the arrival or de- 
parture of trains. The North Coast Railway Service may

weather. This fact is borne out by statistical records of 
maximum readings, which rarely exceed 80 degrees. 

The Twin Towns and surrounding districts are renowned 
alike for their unrivalled scenery, and the opportunities 
offered to tourists. Apart from climatic attractions as a 
winter resort, visitors can obtain all the pleasure they desire 
by car, motor boat and river steamer trips, also in surfing, 
swimming, fishing, shooting, golfing, or by engaging in other 
sports such as cricket, tennis, bowls or croquet. 

The north coastal area of New South Wales and the 
southern district of Queensland are noted for their wonder- 
ful beaches of golden sands.

EAST MAITLAND. 

East Maitland is situated on the Main Northern Line, 118 
miles from Sydney, and 18 miles from Newcastle, and 2 
miles from West Maitland. 

It is also connected by tram and bus with the latter town. 
Population about 4,500. The line to Morpeth branches off 
at East Maitland. 

East Maitland has always been regarded as the official 
centre of the district, where the sittings of the Supreme 
Court, Courts of Quarter Sessions, and District Courts are 
held. The Gaol, Lands Office, Shire, Municipal and other 
public offices are located here. 

The main business pursuits of the Maitland District are 
centred at West Maitland, but from a residential point of 
view East Maitland is fast developing, especially on the 
highlands towards Morpeth and Raymond Terrace. 
Situated within 18 miles of Newcastle it is already the home 
of many public officials and commercial men of the seaport 
centre. 
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WEST MAITLAND. 

West Maitland is situated on the Main Northern Line 
120 miles from Sydney, and 20 miles from Newcastle; and 
is also the Junction Station of the Main North Coast Rail- 
way. 

Maitland lies in the centre of the fertile valley of the 
Lower Hunter. It is rich in agriculture, its extensive lucerne 
flats whose alluvial deposits, the results of continual floods 
sweeping over the Hunter Valley at regular intervals, reach 
a depth from twelve to seventy feet over the area within 
easy distance of the River make the farms probably the 
richest in production in the State. 

Vitaculture, Dairying, etc., are extensively carried on in 
the district, helping to make West Maitland an important, 
busy and prosperous community. Lying to the South of 
Maitland, and connected with West Maitland by several 
lines of private railways, is the great Maitland Coalfields, 
the most extensive and the most valuable in the Southern 
Hemisphere. 

The town of West Maitland, lying in the lowlands between 
Wallace Creek and the Hunter, is one of the most prosperous 
in the State. 


SINGLETON. 

Singleton, called after Mr. Benjamin Singleton, who in 
1825 was one of a party which first explored the Valley of 
the Hunter, is situated on that River, 44 miles by rail north 
of Newcastle and 148 miles from Sydney, on the Great 
Northern Line. 

From Maitland the distance is 30 miles, while on the north 
the next town of importance is Muswellbrook, 30 miles 
distant.
